WATER-LIGHT PLANT 


Provissional Contract Made 
and Bond Election to 
Be Ordered Soon

At a meeting of the city council 
Saturday afternoon a trade was made 
with Judge Cooper, owner of the Witt 
erworks and light plant, whereby the 
city will take over the property for 
the sum at $10,000, provided 
this 
agreement is ratified by the vote-s of 
Decatur at a special election that 
will be called at the next regular 
meeting of the council. 
Another pro­ 
vision goes with the contract, and 
that is that the attorney general of 
the state must approve the issue of 
bonds before the trade is in full force 
and effect. The bond election will 
call for the issuing of $18,000 worth 
of bonds, eight thousand to be ap­ 
plied on improvements and making 
the service good. 
The city will as­ 
sume charge of the plant as soon as 
Judge Cooper signs the papers, which 
were sent him the first of the week, 
and we understand that the old rate 
of $1.25 will be the maximum charge 
of the plant as soon as Judge Cooper 
signs the papers, which no doubt is 
very gratifying news to the patroes 
here in Decatur. 
We will have no 
reason for refusing to support the 
bond issue, as the tax rat© will not 
have to be materially increased to 
meet the indebtedness. This water 
question has been creating trouble 
in Decatur for 
more than 
twenty 
years, and now we are of the opinion 
that the best solution that is possible 
has been made of the vexing question. 
A bigger, better service is assured 
when the city assumes control and 
the improvements contemplated are 
made. 
Water will be furnished the 
citizens in abundance, and at a rate 
all can meet. For the present tin rate 
will be $1.25, hut later this will be 
reduced, until we can proudly boast 
of plenty of cheap water, something 
every town must hay# if it prospers. 
A new era is dawning for the old 
town, and the Messenger holds that 
the citizens will appreciate the efforts 
of the city council and rally to the 
support of the proposition of munici­ 
pal ownership of the water and light 
plant. 
When the proposed plans get 
working, we will not only have plen­ 
ty of water, at a cheap rate, but the 
lights will be more numerous and 
more 
brilliant 
than ever before. 
Street lights 
will be placed where 
they are needed over the town, and 
they will be of such size that the rear 


e n d o f a lightning bug will not dim 
them as has been done heretofore.

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All Farmers Are Urged to 
Join the Association 
Before that Time 


At a meeting of the Wise County 
Truck Growers Association held S at­ 
urday afternoon a committee consist­ 
ing of W . E. Breedlove, W. E. Gib­ 
bons and C. S. W elschwas appointed 
to investigate the proposition of pur­ 
chasing seed for the 1912 crop. The 
committee was empowered to select 
the various kinds of seed to buy as 
well as the quantity to purchase. 
It was also decided to call another 
meeting on Saturday Dec. 2 when it 
is expected to have all the members 
present at the meeting and decide on 
the acreage that will be planted in 
truck, also the number of acres of the 
different kinds. It is fhe purpose to 
get all the members of the organiza­ 
tion to plant at the same time and the 
same byand of seed so as to insure 
systematic marketing of the crop. 
It was agreed to tax every member 
ten cents a month to defray the run­ 
ning expenses of the organization.

From the early 90’s until 
he was first e le c t e d railroad conm is- 
sioner in 1902, he was importuning 
almost continually for some office 
either elective or appointive. 
He 
tided to break into the ghbernatoria. 
campaign in 1904 to contest Governor 
Lap ham’s second term aspirations. 
He ran for governor in 
1900, again 
for railroad commissioner in 1908 
again for governor in 1910, und will 
be a Candidate again in 
1912. 
The 
eight years from 1902 to 1810 he was 
three times a candidate for a state of­ 
fice. 
Tho six years from 1906 to 1912, 
he will have been four times a candi­ 
date for a state office 
When he ran 
for governor in 1906, he had remain- 
ing two years of tenure as railroad 


c o m m is s io n e r ; when he ran in 1910 he 
had four years remaining. 
Thus is 
shown, that his lust for office has 
)een so great that he would not al­ 
low one tenure to expire before im­ 
portuning the people for another of­ 
fice. 
That the people might elect his 
successor, in neither event was he 
gracious enough to give back to them 
tho office he held while seeking anoth­ 
er; but the responsible, yea sacred, 
investments of a railroad commis­ 
sionership were toyed about as if the 
office belonged to him, to be bestowed 
upon the individual in behalf of the 
interests that would contribute most 
to his election.

Arkansas 9, Florida^, Georgia 14, 
Kentucky 13, Louisana IO, Maryland 
7, Mississippi IO, Missouri 18, North 
Carolina 12, Oklahoma IO, 
South 
Carolina 9, Tennessee 12, Texas 20, 
Virginia 12. Total 175. 
States that have strong democratic 
leaning and may he reasonably de­ 
pended upon are: Colorado0, Arizo­ 
na 3, New Mexico 3, total 12. 
This 
gives a total democratic strength of 
187, leaving 79 to be obtained from the 
doubtful states. 
Leaving out all other states that 
went democratic in 1910, we find three 
states which will give the democratic 
candidates the necessary votes. They 
are New York 45, Ohio 24, Indiana 15, 
total 84; grand total 271. 
Under the new apportionment it 
will require 206 electoral votes to 
elect.-—Centralia (ill.) Democrat.

implicitly to the genius of m an; it 
will change color, size, flavor, ma­ 
turity and durability at the touch of 
a master hand. 
I t is undoubtedly 
the most universal, resourceful and 
profitable of commercial fruits. 
The northern tier of counties has 
long been known as the banner sec­ 
tion in apple production, 
but 
is 
now dividing honors with the Pecos 
country and the Panhandle. 
Some idea of the increase in the 
apple industry in Texas 
may

gained, when we consider that the 
number of trees in the State today 
is more than five millions, while in 
1870 there were less than 300,000 
trees.
